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On The Use of the Term “Baja California Norte.”— Lee W. Lenz and Dulce

In referring to the northern state of the Baja California peninsula many authors 
incorrectly apply the term “Baja California Norte.” In April 1849, the peninsula was 
divided administratively into “Norte” and “Sur” and in 1930 the two sections were 
designated as territories. On 16 Feb. 1952, the northern territory became the State 
of Baja California, and on 24 Oct. 1974, the southern territory became the State of 
Baja California Sur. If it is deemed necessary to further identify the northern state, 
the terms, “State of Baja California,” “Estado de Baja California,” or Edo. B.C. may 
be used. 
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
